A Weekly Review of National Affairs 
(By Wilfrid Eggleston) 

Ottawa, August 3lst— Canada's 
trade with other nations is rising to 
levels that Compare with the best 
years in her history. It has always 
been observed that when Canada’s ex- 
ternal trade is active, domestic pros 
perity is most apparent. Hence it is a 
most encouraging sign to see the fig- 
ures rise, month by month, promising 
at au early date, if all goes well, to 
set some new records in Canadian 
trade bistory, The figures just releas- 
ed show that we have recovered all 
the ground lost since the depression 
began, have now risen again to 1930 
levels, and need only another ten per 
cent or so of further gain to top the 
best figures ever before recorded (say 
in 1921 and 1928-9). 

lhe figures needed to describe Can- 
ada’s external trade are of the astron- 
omical order, and do aot Mean much 
to the layman. But for purposes of the 
record it muy be said here that for the 
12 months ended July dlst, the value 
of Canadian produce exported to oth- 
countries amounted to $1,128,507,-

er 
860, For the previous 12 months ex- 
ports had been $918,751,827. If you go 


back to the depth of the depression, 
say the fiscal year ended March 81st, 
1933, you have domestic exports ot 
ubout $475,000,000. Thus our sales 
ubroad are running about 2 1-2 times 
the value of four years ago. 

Imports Rising Also 

Imports are, of course, keeping pace 
pretty well with exports. In the early 
days of recovery, there was a tendency 
of imports to lug behind exports, ad- 
ding to the ‘favorable balance’ but 
from now on the opposite can be ex: 
pected for a while.. 

Also for the record, it may be men- 
tioned that export trade in July 1937 
was over $100,000,000 as compared 
with $85,000,000 in the same month of 
1936; that trade with the United 
States for the first half of the year 
stood at $475,000,000 as compared 
with $349,500,000; and with the United 
Kingdom at $246,000,000 as compared 
with $216,000,000—- the former figure 
being the best since 1929, 

If you examine the reasons for this 
remarkable upturn in Canadian exter- 
nal trade-—- the most remarkable in 
history, if you except the abnormal 
early war years, when prices sky- 
rocketed, and new raw _ materials 
were in desperate demand by Europe

1 ‘The revival of prosperity among 
Canada's best Customers, and cconse- 
quently an improvement in demand for 
Canadian exports, 

2 ‘The improvement in prices 
which has resulted from this improv- 
ed demand. 

3 ‘The beneficial effecct of a series 
of recent trade ugreements and nego- 
Uations conducted by the Dominion 
Government. 

4 ‘lhe re-armament of a number ot 
leading nations, and the consequent 
demand for raw materials and foods. 

It is not easy to arrange these four 
causes in their order of importance; 
they have all contributed largely. The 
first three give promise of continuing 
the fourth 1s not so easily appraised. 
When re-armament programs are com- 
vlete (if that day ever comes) there 
may be a sharp slump in trade, unless 
some other development has taken its 
place, 

Canada's Trade Policy 

Nor is it easy lo estimate how much 
of the improvement is due to the com- 
mercial policy of the present govern- 
ment, From the first it has encourag- 
ed external trade, and has conducted 
negotiations with a large number of 
countries, It signed the United Statea 
trade agreement, and renewed the Ut 
lawa agreements. It has reduced the 
duties right across the board on a 
considerable number of items. It end- 
ed the trade dispute with Japan. Ne 
gotiations have been conductetd with 
Germany, Poland, France, Australia, 
New Zealand, and several Latin Am- 
erican countries. Indeed, the trade re 
lations with countries representing 
over 9 per cent of Canada’s external 
trade have either been re-written or 
re-diseussed in the past two years. 
Just how much of the improvement in 
trade would have occurred any way, 
it is not easy to say. 

The rapid rise in Canadian exports 
has been accomplished in the face of 
a serious check ip what is normally 
Canada’s major export, namely, wheat, 
Once the surpluses of earlier years 
had been disposed of, the flow of 
wheat to other countries fell sharply, 
and cannot now rise to high levels 
again for another year or 18 monthhs. 
In the current crop year, one month 
of which has gone, it is improbable 
that Canada will export more than 75 
million bushels of wheat. She has 
shipped over 350 Million in a year.
